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REMARKS

The Applicants appreciatively note that the Examiner allowed claims 5-6, 16-20, and 24- 
29 in the Office Action mailed 22 Feb 2006 for the Subject application.

In the Office Action, claims 1-4, 7-15, 21-23, and 30-33 were rejected under 35 U.S.C § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6]239>445 to Shaeef in view of U.S. Patent 
Publication No. US2002/00 15667 to Chow and in view of U.S. Patent No. 3,998,145 to Maisch. 

The present amendment to the claims cancels claims 1-4 and 30-32 (without prejudice) 
and amends claims 7-15, 21-23, and 33 to depend diirectly or indirectly from allowed claim 5. 

Thus, without acceding to the propriety of the rejection, the rejection of claims 1-4, 7-15, 21-23,
